His government, he said, had 
granted him permission to evacuate 
Santiago. That was all. Further than 
that he could not go. 


Thursday General Toral sent a com- 


munication to General Shafter indicat- 
ing his willingness to accept the terms 
of surrender proposed and asked the 
American commander to appoint com- 
missioners to meet three Spanish com- 
missioners to arrange terms of surren- 
der. The American commissioners-ap- 
pointed were Generals Wheeler and 
Lawton and Lieutenant Miley. 
The 


Spanish commissioners were Robert 
Mason, British vice consul, and Gen- 
eral Escarajao and Colonel Fontaine, 
of the Spanish army. 


General Shafter had transmitted to 


Washington the request of General To- 
ral that the Spanish prisoners be al- 
lowed to return with their arms to 
Spain. The reply came in the shape of 
positive instructions to insist upon the 
Spanish troops laying1 down their arms, 
and to this General Toral was com- 
pelled to agree. 


Our government agrees to transport 


all the Spanish prisoners, numbering 
25,000, in neutral vessels to Cadiz or 
some other Spanish port, and to pro- 
vide them with food pending the em- 
barkation and during the voyage. 


SPANISH mCOMPETENCY " 


Enables Our l»tttle Gunboat Eagle to 
Destroy a Big Spanish Cruiser. 
Key West, July 20.—The Spanish 


transatlantic liner San Domingo, of 
5,500 tons, was totally destroyed by the 
little auxiliary gunboat Eagle on July 
12 off Cape Francis. This intelligence 
was brought here yesterday by the 
Nashville, which came up after the at- 
tack and found the Spanish ship 
burned and smashed on the reefs. 


The affair offers a striking commen- 


tary on the differenc" between Ameri- 
can and Spanish spirit. The San Do- 
mingo had two five inch guns mounted 
and loaded, her magazines were open, 
and it only remained to train her guns 
and fire them to Wow the little Eagle 
out of the sea- But the latter, with her

Then the Eagie sent a 
crew to board her, and there were 
some shouts of surprise when the big 
guns were discovert. She also car- 
ried in her hold tiro 12 inch gwns.

Key West, July 20.—It was definitely 


established today that 
the Spanish 


steamer Santo Domingo, of 5,500 tons, 
was fired upon and run ashore at Cape 
Francis by the auxiliary gunboat Eagle 
on July 12. The Eagle sighted her close 
to the shore early in the morning, and 
opened fire with her six pounders, send- 
ing 70 shots at her. nearly all of which 
took effect. While this was going on 
another steamer came out of the bay 
and took off the officers and crew of 
the Santo Domingo. 
When the men 


from the Eagle boarded the latter they 
found that she carried two five Inch 
and two twelve inch guns, the latter 
being loaded and her magazines open- 
ed.

Dewey Halted tlie Irene.

Red Gross Steamer Believing the 


Destitution in Santiago, 


Santiago Ae Cuba, July 20.—The Red 


Cross society's steamer State of Texas 
arrived at 6 o'clock Sunday evening, 
and Monday morning at daybreak Dr. 
Elwell, who is in charge of the work 
of unloading, secured eight stores in 
the heart of the city and one large 
shed on the dock, engaged 80 stevedores 
and began unloading the steamer. She 
had 1,400 tons of provisions on board. 


The distribution began at 3 o'clock, 


allowing a pound and a half of rations 
to each si?izen. When the unloading 
began crowds of half starved citizens 
rushed to the dock, fighting, trampling 
one another under foot, breaking open 
the cases and stealing the supplies. 
Finally a picket of troops was placed 
on the wharf, refusing admittance to 
anyone. 


The entire cargo had been landed be- 


fore the distribution began. Each ap- 
plicant was furnished with a ration 
ticket supplied by the local commis- 
sioners, with General McKibben's en- 
dorsement. 


Before the distribution of the sup- 


plies from the State of Texas there was 
literally nothing in the city to eat. Be- 
fore the refug-ees left for El Caney 
flour was selling at 5150 a barrel, beans 
at $90 per hundred pounds, condensed 
milk at $5 a can and hard tack at $1 
apiece. At El Caney the prices were 
still higher. $25 for a can of condensed 
milk and $5 for a piece of hard tack.

THE CAPTURE OF POETO EIGO. 


Washington, July 20.—War depart-

Massed on the stone flagging, between 
the band and line of horsemen, wore 
the 'brigade commanders of General 
Shafter’s division,'with their staffs. On 
the red tiled roof of the palace stood 
Captain McKittrick, Lieutenant Miley 
and General Wheeler. 


All about, pressing a g a i^ t the ver­ 
anda walls, crowding to windows and 
door3 and lining the roofs, were the 
people of the town, principally women 
and non-combatants. 
As the chimes 
of the old cathedral rang out the hour 
of 12 the infantry and cavalry pre­ 
sented arms. 
Every American uncov­ 
ered, and Captain McKittrick hoisted 
the Stars and Stripes. As the brilliant 
folds unfurled in a gentle breeze the 
cavalry band broke into the strains of 
“The Star Spangled Banner.*' 


At the same instant the sound of the 
distant booming of Captain Capron’s 
battery, firing a salute of 21 guns, 
drifted in. When the music ceased, 
from all directions around our line 
came floating across the plaza the 
strains of tho regimental bands and 
{he muffled, hoarse cheers of our troops. 
The infantry came to ‘"order arms” a 
moment later, after the flag was up, 
and the band played "Rally ’Round the 
Flag, Boys.” Instantly General McKib­ 
bin called for three cheers for General 
Shafter, which were given with great 
enthusiasm, the band playing Sousa’s 
“The Stars and Stripes Forever.” 


The ceremony over, General Shafter 
(ind his staff returned to the American 
lines, leaving the city in the possession 
of the municipal authorities, subject 
to the control of General McKibbin, 
I 
The Thirteenth and Ninth regiments 
of infantry will remain, in the city to 
enforce order and exercise municipal 
authority. Tho Spanish forces are to*[ 
encamp outside of our lines.

of the fund, .and it was bid in by an­ 
other seaman for $25. A five peseta 
piece from the Infanta Maria Teresa 
brought #60 more. 
The fund now 
•mounts to over $1,000, and is growing. 


BEFORE THE SURRENDER. 


G en e ral T o ra l W a n te d H is S o ld ie rs to 
R e ta in T h e ir G uns. 


Santiago de Cuba, July 18.—The week 
preceding the surrender of Santiago 
was replete with dilatory tactics on the 
part of the Spaniards. On Wednesday 
of last week General Toral sent out a 
reply to General Shafter’s second de­ 
mand for the surender of the city, re­ 
iterating; his determination to resist. 
During the existence of the truce Tor- 
al’s forces were busily engaged in 
doubling back his entrenchments and 
fixing; his guns in the direction from 
which he was threatened. 


At a conference later between Gen­ 
erals Toral, Miles, Shafter, Wheeler, 
Gilmour, 
Colonel Morse, Lieutenant 
Miley and Colonel Maus the situation 
was placed frankly before General To­ 
ral, and he was offered the alternative 
of being sent home with his garrison 
or leaving 
Santiago 
province. 
The 
only condition imposed was that he 
should not destroy the existing forti­ 
fications and should leave his arms be­ 
hind. This later condition the Span­ 
ish general, who does not speak En­ 
glish, explained through his interpre­ 
ter was impossible. He said the laws 
of Spain gave a general no discre­ 
tion. He might abandon a place when 
he found it untenable, but he could not 
leave hi3 arms behind wi^hopt subject­ 
ing himself to the penalty of being 
shot. 
His government, he said, had 
granted him permission to evacuate 
Santiago. That was all. Further than 
that he could not go. 


Thursday General Toral sent a com­ 
munication to General Shafter indicat­ 
ing his willingness to accept the terms 
of surrender proposed and asked the 
American commander to appoint com­ 
missioners to meet three Spanish com­ 
missioners to arrange terms of surren­ 
der. The American commissioners ap­ 
pointed were Generals Wheeler and 
Lawton and Lieutenant Miley. 
The 
Spanish commissioners were Robert 
Mason, British vice consul, and Gen­ 
eral Escarajao and Colonel Fontaine, 
of the Spanish army. 


General Shafter had transmitted to 
Washington the request of General To­ 
ral that the Spanish prisoners be al­ 
lowed to return with their arms to 
Spain. The reply came in the shape of 
positive instructions to insist upon the 
Spanish troops laying down their arms, 
and to this General Toral was com­ 
pelled to agree. 


Our government agrees to transport 
all the Spanish prisoners, numbering 
25,000, in neutral vessels to Cadiz or 
some other Spanish port, and to pro­ 
vide them with food pending the em­ 
barkation and during the voyage.

E n a b le s O u r L ittle G u n b o a t K ag lo to 
D e s tro y a Big: S p a n ish C ru is e r, 
Key West, July 20.—The Spanish 
transatlantic liner San Domingo, of 
5,500 tons, was totally destroyed by the 
little auxiliary gunboat Eagle on July 
12 off Cape F*rancis. This intelligence 
was brought here yesterday by the 
Nashville, which came up after the at­ 
tack 
and found 
the 
Spanish ship 
burned and smashed on the reefs. 


The affair offers a striking commen­ 
tary on the difference between Ameri­ 
can and Spanish spirit. The San Do­ 
mingo had two five inch guns mounted 
and loaded, her magazines were open, 
and it only remained to train her guns 
and fire them to blow the little Eagle 
out of the sea. But the latter, with her 
eomijaratively feeble battery of six 
pounders, steamed to within two miles 
of the enemy and pounded shot after \ 
shot into her until she turned and, in a 
desperate attempt to get into the nar­ 
row channel, grounded on the reef 
without having tried to return the 
American fire. 


Seventy shots were fired by the Eagle 
and nearly all took effect. When the 
Spanish 
ship went ashore 
a river 
steamer came out and took off her of­ 
ficers and crew. Then the Eagle sent a 
crew to. board her, and there were 
some shouts of surprise when the big 
guns were discovered. She also car­ 
ried in her hold two 12 inch guns. 


The cargo was largely of grain and 
food supplies, Fifty head of cattle 
were penned on the decks. The Eagle’s 
men decided that she was too far gone 
to be floated, iuid.. aftjsr sJb£9tjn&. xh>? 


cattle they set fire to her and watched 
her destruction. The same river rteam- 
er again ran out to try to get off some 
of the cargo, but was baffled by the 
flames. The San Domingo burned for 
three days, and was left a charred and 
misshapen wreck. She was one of the 
best steamers of the enemy, and had 
been used as an auxiliary cruiser.

Key West, July 20.—It was definitely 
established today that 
the 
Spanish 
steamer Santo Domingo, of 5,500 tons, 
was fired upon and run ashore at Cape 
Francis by the auxiliary gunboat Eagle 
on July 12. The Eagle sighted her close' 
to the shore early in the morning, and 
opened fire with her six pounders, send­ 
ing 70 shots at her, nearly all of which 
took effect. While this was going on 
another steamer came out of the bay 
and took off the officers and crew of 
the Santo Domingo. 
’When the men 
from the Eagle boarded the latter they 
found that she carried two five inch 
and two twelve inch guns, the latter 
being loaded and her magazines open­ 
ed. The steamer could not be floated, 
and she was set on fire after 50 head 
of cattle which were on board had 
been shot. 


Red Gross Steamer Relieving the 
Destitution in Santiago. 


Santiago de Cuba, July 20.—The Ked 
Cross society’s steamer State of Texas 
arrived at 6 o’clock Sunday evening, 
and Monday morning at daybreak Dr. 
Elwell, who is in charge of the work 
of unloading, secured eight stores in 
the heart of the city and one large' 
shed on the dock, engaged 80 stevedores 
and began unloading the steamer. She 
had 1,400 tons of provisions on board. 


The distribution began at 3 o’clock, 
allowing a pound and a half of rations 
to each sitizen. When the unloading 
began crowds of half starved citizens 
rushed to the clock, fighting, trampling 
one another under foot, breaking open 
the cases and stealing the supplies. 
Finally a picket of troops was placed 
on the wharf, refusing admittance to 
anyone. 


The entire cargo had been landed be­ 
fore the distribution began. Each ap­ 
plicant was furnished with a ration 
ticket supplied by the local commis­ 
sioners, with General McKibben’s en­ 
dorsement. 


Before the distribution of the sup­ 
plies from the State of Texas there was 
literally nothing in the city to eat. Be­ 
fore the refugees left for El Caney 
flour was selling at $150 a barrel, beans 
at $90 per hundred pounds, condensed 
milk at $5 a c^n and hard tack at $1 
apiece. At El Caney the prices were 
still higher, $25 for a can of condensed 
milk and $5 for a piece of hard tack. 
The ruin and want in the city are al­ 
most inconceivable. 


General Shafter has had a thorough 
examination made of the sanitary con­ 
dition of Santiago. The work was done 
by Dr. Goodfellow, of the * general’s 
staff, and by a civilian physician, Dr. 
Orlando Dwiker. They find that al­ 
though there are' at present but six 
cases of yellow fever in the city, in ad­ 
dition to two suspects, the town is ripe 
for an epidemic. 
Santiago and Rio 
Janeiro are considex'ed the greatest 
fever breeding centers in the world. 
This town lacks every sanitary feature 
at its best, and now, after two months’ 
siege, leaving it dirty and repellant, 
it is a veritable pest hole. The awful 
stenches that arise from the streets 
stagger and choke one, No cordial in 
Santiago has the power to wash this 
odor from one’s throat. 


There is no sewage system. The city 
drainage is all from the surface into 
the harbor, and the Jower part of the 
city, through which much of the drain­ 
age runs, especially from 
the 
poor 
quarter around the bull ring to the 
northwest of the city, is the seeding 
center of malarial, typhoid and other 
low fevers. 


The water supply of the city, which 
was cut off on July 3 above El Caney 
by General Garcia’s troops, leaving the 
town without water, was turned on 
again Monday. The ice factory re­ 
sumed work Monday, using the rain 
water supply in the cisterns. 


All the liquor stores, wholesale and 
retail, are closed, under General Shaf­ 
ter’s orders, but the Spanish soldiers 
have a larsre stock of rum on hand, 
which they are exchanging for cm 
hard* task aud* corned, beef*

One may pay anything from one 


cent to §150 for a flag of "the United 
States. 
The latter price will buy a 


beautiful silk flag, 12x18 feet in size. 
The cheapest flags are stamped on 
muslin with the colors red and blue, 
and are then tacked or pasted upon 
sticks; they are not guaranteed to 
wash. Of this kind is the little penny 
flag which the small boy wears on the 
lapel of his coat. 
Such flags are put 


through a printing press like calico 
shirts and come out all colored at the 
ate of 100 a minute. Girls then snip 
them apart with sharp shears and glue 
them to small sticks hardly bigger 
than matches. 
The best flags have a 


canvas baud sewn along the back, 
through which a rope may be run for 
fastening them to the pole tackle. 


Anybody is at liberty to make 


United States flags. Thus it comes 
about that all sorts of patterns of the 
national ensign are on the market and 
in use. 
But if anyone desires to have 


the colors as they ought to be refer- 
ence must be made to the standard 
adopted by the army and navy. This 
standard, altered from time to time by 
the addition of fresh stars, is preserved 
and will continue to be kept by the 
secretaries of war and the navy.

One may pay anything from one 
cent to $150 for a flag of the United 
States. 
The latter price will buy a 
beautiful silk flag, 12x18 feet in size. 
Tho cheapest flags are stamped on 
muslin with the colors red and blue, 
and are then tacked or pasted upon 
sticks; they are not guaranteed to 
wash. 
Of this kind is the little penny 
flag which the small boy wears on the 
lapel of his coat. 
Such flags are put 
through a printing press like calico 
shirts and come out all colored at the 
ate of 100 a minute. 
G irls then snip 
them apart with sharp shears and glue 
them to small sticks hardly bigger 
than matches. 
The best flags have a 
canvas band sewn along the back, 
through which a rope may be run for 
fastening them to the polo tackle. 


Anybody is at liberty to make 
United States flags. 
Thus it comes 
about that all sorts of patterns of the 
national ensign are on the market and 
in use. 
But if any one desires to have 
the colors as they ought to be refer­ 
ence must be made to the standard 
adopted by the army and navy, 
This 
standard, altered from time to time by 
the addition of fresh stars, is preserved 
and will continue to b6 kept by the 
secretaries of war and the navy. 
In 
the war department of Washington, 
close by Secretary Alger’s oillce, is 
displayed in a glass case the true 
regulation flag of this country. 
To 
exhibit it better it is illuminated by a 
brilliant electric light. 
This is the 
original, all others are imitations, or 
otae they are not correct.—Detroit

Deed* of Naval U«roen Whom the 


Craft Commemorate. 


The torpedo boats in our navy are 


named after 
distinguished 
naval 


heroes. 
Could a torpedo boat have n 


more appropriate name 
than the 


Cashing, which commemorates tho 
galluut lieutenant who destroyed the 
ironclad Albemarle at the risk of al- 
most certain death, and whose work 
was the forerunner of that which his 
steel namesake is expected to do? On 
board the little craft the name of Cush- 
ing is held up as a constant source of 
emulation to tlie members of the crew. 


The Porter bears a name that fills 


the American tar with pride, recalling 
a famous family of naval heroes. 


The Foote is named lor the brave 


and pious old admiral who first taught 
the Chinese that there was a nation 
on this side of the world that knew 
how to fight. It was in 1856, when 
the English and French were at Avar, 
that tbe Chinese forts fired on Foote's 
ships, which were there to protect 
American interests. 
The doughty 


commander demanded 
an 
instant 


apology. 
When it was not forth- 


coming he landed his men and led 
them against the four forts. Their 
seven-foot walls of granite were pro- 
tected by many guns, and contained 
5000 Chinese soldiers, but Foote cap- 
tured them with 400 Americans aud 
lost only 40 men, against the enemy's 
loss of 400. 


The Dupont is named for the naval 


leader of the Mexican war, and the 
Winslow for the commander of the 
famous old Kearsavge. 
The Rogers 


commemorates one of the naval heroes 
of 1812. 
The Ericsson bears a name 


which revolutionized naval Avarfare 
when its owner built the Monitor aud 
sent her against 
the much-feared 


Merrimac iu Hampton Eoads. 


Our newest torpedo boat, the one 


which was recently bought in Eng- 
land; and which has not yet been 
brought to this side of the Atlantic, 
is called the Somers. 
The name of 


Commander Richard Somers is not so 
familiar as that of Gushing, yet it is 
connected with an action as glorious 
in its courage and more unfortunate 
in its outcome than that which made 
Lieutenant Gushing faniotts. 
In the 


year 1804, when the United States 
was fighting the Bavbary pirates, 
Somers manned a fireship loaded with 
gunpowder 
and 
combustibles and 


sailed her into the harbor of Tripoli 
at night to destroy the enemy's ships. 
Before he started on his perilous mis- 
sion he said to his little crew of vol- 
unteers: 


"Let no man go with me who does 


not prefer death to surrender." 


Not a man of the crew drew back. 


.The ship and its men floated silently 
away iu the darkness, and theii' com- 
rades waited long and anxiously for 
some sign -to tell of their fate.

The bricks are said to 
be of Fnglish manufacture. 


Its location at the forks of the Sus­ 
quehanna was a strong strategic ad­ 
vantage, as it held tho chief passage 
by waterway from the north of tho 
state. 
When completed it was re­ 
garded as one of the largest, strongest 
and most important of ail the fortifi­ 
cations erected on the frontiers of the 
¡provinces. Its original armament con« 
sisted of at least twelve cannon and 
two swivels, and one of these cannons 
is still in existence in Sunbury. 
It is 
of English make, of about 3 1-2 inch 
bore, and weighs nearly 10U0 pounds. 


Fort Augusta ranks next in impor­ 
tance to Valley Forge as a factor in 
the achiovevement of our liberties, 
and it is to be hoped that some day 
public spirit will see that steps are 
taken for its preservation, and a suit­ 
able tablet placed upon it to mark its 
staunch assistance in the early caneer 
of this great country.—New York 
Times.

Statistics of the JSlind In Europ e. 
A liussia medical journal ha3 just 
published a series of statistical arti- 
sles showing tho number of blind per­ 
sons in Europe. 
French scientists, 
while not doubting the truth of the 
figures, consider them somewhat re­ 
markable ; of tho 802,000 totally blind 
persons in Europe, 192,000 are in 
Russia—that is to say, one out of 
every 500 subjects of the Czar is blind. 
It is believed that this unfortunate 
proportion is equaled by no other 
country in the world. 
The propor­ 
tion in France, England, Germany, 
Italy and Spain is recorded as a little 
less than one to every 1000 of popula­ 
tion. 
The Russian physicians who 
compiled the statistics attribute the 
great number of blind persons in 
liussia to the bad hygienic state of 
peasant life, to the intense cold, and 
to the glare of the sun on the snow, 
which the Russian rustic takes pride 
iu facing. 
It is reported that the 
total number of blind persons in the 
world is 2,000,000.

M aking: Horse* Step H ig h . 


Spectacles for horses have been pa­ 
tented by an inventor, and are being 
used with considerable success. Their 
object is not so much to magnify ob­ 
jects as to make the ground in front 
of tho horse appear nearer to his head 
than it really is. 
The result is con­ 
tinual high stepping, which, after a 
while, becomes natural, and gives to 
a horse an aristocratic gait, which he 
uill retain for many years. 


Biggest Drop Hummer. 


The biggest drop hammer in the 
world has been constructed at Hart­ 
ford, Conn. 
It strikes a 3000-pound 
blow. 
But that is not the most won­ 
derful thing about it. The mechanism 
of this hammer is so admirably ad­ 
justed that its operator controls it as 
absolutely as he does his own hand. 
He can make it crash down with its 
full power, striking a blow of such 
terrific force as would shatter granite, 
or he can lower it so gently and so 
accurately that it would crack a nut 
without bruising the kernel. 


Its blow, is equal to the combined 
blow of 150 men, striking with black­ 
smith hammers. 
The total height of 
the hammer and its uprights is twenty- 
eight feet. 
The wreight of its base is 
60,000 pounds. 
In other words, a 
mass of iron weighing 3000 pounds 
falls upon an anvil weighing 90,000 
pounds. 
How was a foundation to be 
built that would not be shaken to 
pieces at one fail of the hammer ? 
It 
was done as follows: 


At the works where the big hammer 
has been set up the ground was exca­ 
vated on the site chosen for the ham­ 
mer until tho solid rock had been 
reached. 
Upon this was built a con- 
| crete bed three feet deep, one of ce- 
, ment and one of broken stone. 
On 
this concrete foundation bed were 
placed layers of metal, bolted solidly 
together to a depth of fifteen inches/ 
To allow room for the pounding the 
base of the hammer would receive 
and provide a yielding foundation that 
would give evenly without sagging 
sideways, a sheet of lead one-quarter 
of au inch thick was placed between 
the concrete and the metal of the foun­ 
dation.—Philadelphia Press. 


Singing Spiders. 


A naturalist who has given many 
years of study to some of the smaller 
forms of insect life has discovered that 
certain sorts of spiders are possessed 
of organs for which there seems to bo 
no use save to create sound. 
They 
are mostly used when the little crea- 
tures are alarmed,although the opinion 
is held by some that this is the means 
of calling to their mates. 
The alarm 
ideo, however, has some support in 
the case of the rattlesnake, which is 
provided with the means of making its 
presence known whenever an enemy 
approaches. 
Whether the possession 
of organs for creating sound is de­ 
signed merely as a protection or warn­ 
ing is a point to which naturalists are 
giving careful and enthusiastic atten­ 
tion.—New York Ledger.

School Tax Ruling. 


In answer to a letter from the Depart- 


ment of Public Instruction, the Attorney 
General's Department rules that School 
Boards have authority to assess and levy 
taxes for school purposes upon real es- 
tate and personel property in the man- 
ner heretofore provided, and to assess 
an occupation or per capita tax of $1 
upon every male inhabitant of the age of 
21 years aud upwards. This per capita 
tax is iu lieu of the occupation tax lev- 
ied under the old law, and the amount 
thereof cannot be exceeded in any case> 
no matter at what sum the occupation, 
trade or profession may have been valu- 
ed by the assessor for State and County 
purposes. 


Two Cent Stamp On a One-Cent Note. 


A rather amusing case has been decid- 


ed by Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Scott 
The proprietors of a well known 


brand of bottled whiskey affix to the 
cork of each bottle a statement in the 
form of a promissory note that they will 
pay 1 cent to the purchaser of each bot- 
tle. Commissioner Scott holds that this 
is a true promissory note and that each 
one must cstrry a 2-cent stamp, twice the 
principal sum of the instrument. A dis- 
appearance of this feature of the business 
is looked for under the operation of this 
decision.

an occupation or per capita tax of $1 
upon every male inhabitant of the age of 
21 years and upwards. This per capita 
tax is in lieu of the occupation tax lev­ 
ied under the old law, and the amount 
thereof cannot be exceeded in any case* 
no matter at what sum the occupation* 
trade or profession may have been valu­ 
ed by the assessor for State and County 
purposes.

While oc- 
cupied with this work he became im- 
pressed with the need of good obser- 
vations of the stars of the southern 
hemisphere. Accordingly he proposed 
an expedition to the Cape of Good 
Hope, which was officially sanctioned 
and carried out with marvelous rapid- 
ity and success. 
Landing in April, 


1751, at the cape, which was then a 
mere signal station for Indian vessels, 
he secured a location in the wild coun- 
try near the great Table mountain.and 
in fourteen months had observed the 
positions of nearly ten thousand stars 
with a degree of precision never be- 
fore attempted in that region of the 
heavens., The great catalogue which 
he formed from these observations 
was published in 1763, and reprinted 
in 1847'by the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science, and until 
within the last twenty years was the 
chief source of our knowledge of 
the southern hemisphere. —Atlantic 
Monthly.

RULES FOR WAGING WAR 


INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE 
GOVERN- 


MENT OF OUR ARMIES. 


Tlie 8mit« IteeulatloiiM That Were Adopt- 


ed by Kranco unil I'ruoftlu In tlie W»r H«- 
tweeu Those Con Ulrica—Notice of ISoin- 
burdiuent Mot Necesdury-Martlul L.IHV. 
General orders No. 100, of April 24, 


1863, comprising instructions for the 
government of armies of the United 
States in the field, have been reissued 
and are being sent to the various com- 
manders for their guidance during the 
conflict with Spain. These instruc- 
tions were adopted by France aud 
Prussia in the war between those coun- 
tries, aud upon them a general Euro- 
pean conference afterward based an 
agreement on this subject. 


The instructions define martial law 


as military authority exercised in ac- 
cordance with the laws and usages of 
war. A place, district or country oc- 
cupied by an enemy stands in conse- 
qtience of the occupation under the 
martial law of the invading or occupy- 
ing army. It extends to property and 
to persons, whether subjects of the 
enemy or aliens. 


Whenever feasible martial law is 


carried out in cases of individual of-, 
fenders by military courts, but sen- 
tence of death must be executed only 
with the approval of the chief execu- 
tive, providing the urgency of the case 
does not require a speedier execution, 
and then only with the approval of the 
chief commander. Martial law should 
be less stringent in places fully occu- 
pied and fairly conquered. 


Military necessity admits of all 


direct destruction of life or limb of 
"armed" enemies, and of other per- 
sons whose destruction is incidentally 
"unavoidable," in armed contests. 


Military necessity does not admit 


of the infliction of suffering for the 
sake of suffering or for revenge, nor 
of maiming or wounding except in 
fight, nor of torture to extort confes- 
sions. 


It admits of deception, but disclaims 


acts of perfidy. 


It is lawful to starve the hostile be- 


ligerents, armed or unarmed, as it 
leads to the speedier subjection of the 
enemy. 
When the commander of a 


besieged place expels the non-com- 
batants in order to lesson the number 
of those who consume his stock of 
provisions it is lawful, though an ex- 
treme measure, to drive them back so 
as to hasten on the surrender. 


Commanders, whenever admissible, 


inform the enemy of their intention 
to bombard a place, but it is no in- 
fraction of the common law of war to 
omit thus to inform them. 
Surprise 


may be a necessity. 


Retaliation will never be resorted 


to as a measure of mere revenge, but 
only as a means of protective retribu- 
tion ; and, moreover, cautiously and 
unavoidably—that is to say, retalia- 
tion shall only be resorted to after 
careful inquiry into the real occur- 
rence and the character of the misdeeds 
that may demand retribution. 


The more vigorously war is pur- 


sued the better it is for humanity. 
Sharp wars are brief. 


A victorious army appropriates all 


public money, seizes all public mova- 
ble property uutil further directed by 
its government and sequesters for its 
own benefit or that of its government 
all the revenues of real property be- 
longing to the hostile government or 
nation. The title to such real prop- 
erty remains in abeyance during mili- 
tary occupation and until the conquest 
is made complete. 


The United States acknowledge and 


protect, in hostile countries occupied 
by them, religion and morality, strictly 
private property, the persons of the 
inhabitants—especially those of women 
—and the sacredness of domestic re- 
lations. 


Deserters from the American army 


suffer death if they fall into the hands 
of the United States. 


It is against the usage of modern 


war to resolve in hatred and revenge 
to give no quarter. 


Outposts, sentinels or pickets are 


not to be fired upon except to drive 
them in or when a positive order, 
special or general, has been issued to 
that effect. 


Whoever intentionally inflicts addi- 


tional wounds on an enemy already 
wholly disabled, or kills him or ord- 
ers that this shall be done, shall suf- 
fer death if convicted. 


Africa'* Ancient Sea. 


Kecent studies of the animal life of 


Lake Tanganyika have shown that 
that lake difiers from all the other 
African lakes in possessing inhabi- 
tants that belong to oceanic species. 
Still, these singular denizens of Lake 
Tanganyika are not exactly like the 
marine organisms of the present day, 
aud the conclusion is drawn that a sea, 
connected with the open ocean, once 
occupied the part of Africa where 
Tanganyika now lies, and that the 
lake is the last remnant of the ancient 
sea.—Youth's Companion.

H* I>o«» Not 1'Vttr thtt Cold, and In Found 


liven In tlu« Arctic i:«'i;I<ni». 


la the St. Nicholas there IB an 


article on "TheBumble Bee," written 
by Barpey Hoskiu Staudish. 
Mr. 


Staudish says: 


This chunky, hairy, noisy fellow is 


king of the cold. 
He stays with us 


summer and winter, and is said to 
prefer the Arctic region to the tropics. 
I do not doubt this, for he will sleep 
out of doors any cold night of the 
spring or fall without asking for an 
extra blanket. 
Indeed, he is home- 


less for nine or ten months of the 
year, lodging wherever night over- 
takes him, on a blossom, a leaf, and 
even upon the ground.

comes a bee's nest and the little crea- 
ture begins her preparations for house- 
keeping. 


She now collects a mass of pollen in 


which to deposit an egg. 
As the egg 


hatches and the baby-bee grows she 
keeps this mass moistened with honey 
and he helps himself, eating out a 
cavity larger than a white bean. In 
this he spins a complete cocoon. 
When this is done he takes a long 
nap, in which he changes from a grub 
into a bumble-bee with wings and 
legs. 
Meantime the parent removes 


the thin coating of pollen from the 
upper half of the cocoon and appar- 
ently spreads a yellow secretion, or 
varnish, upon it, as if to keep out. 
moisture. 
She is also now busy col- 


lecting more pollen and laying eggs 
in it, and constructing a rude cell or 
two in which to place honey, as if for 
a rainy day. The first bees that hatch 
are worker bees, and at this time are 
downy, pale and baby-like in appear- 
ance and behavior. 
In later summer 


queens and drones are hatched. 


Animal "Famine Funds." 


If we examine the stores made by 


most of the vegetable-eating animals 
that lay by a "famine fund," we shall 
find a rather curious similarity in the 
food commonly used by them. They 
nearly all live on vegetable substances 
in a concentrated form —natural food 
lozenges, which are very easily stored 
away. There is a great difference, for 
example, between the bulk of nutri- 
ment eaten in the form of grass by a 
rabbit and the same amount of sub- 
stance in the "special preparation" in 
the kernel of a nut, or the stone of a 
peach, or the bulb of a crocus, off 
which a squirrel makes a. meal. Nearly 
all the storing animals eat "concen- 
trated food," whether it be beans or 
grain, hoarded by the hamster, or 
nuts and hard fruits by the squirrel, 
nuthatch and possibly some of the 
jays. But there is one vegetable-eat- 
ing animal whose food is neither con- 
centrated nor easy to move. 
On the 


contrary, it is obtained with great 
labor in the first instance, and stored 
with no less toil after it is procured. 
The beaver lives during the winter ou 
the bark of trees. As it is not safe, 
and is often impossible, for the ani- 
mal to leave the water when the ice 
has formed, it stores these branches 
underwater, cutting them into lengths, 
dra.q^inj; thcin below the surface, and 
fixing them down to the bottom with 
stones aud mud. This is more diffi- 
cult work than gathering hay.—Lon- 
don Spectator.

gum is dissolved; then strain through 
a sieve or piece of cheesecloth into 
another bottle. When cold add to it 
a half gill of alcohol and it is ready 
for use. A half teaspoonful mixed 
with a half cup of water will make 
lace sufficiently thick and the gum 
does not cloud the fabric as starch 
does.

He had four or five 
escapes from prison in southern Indi­ 
ana credited to him, had got away from 
Joliet, and had still seven years to do 
t the Illinois jim6013» had also been 
at San Quentin, and had escaped from 
there with five years unfinished. 


“Steadman was a machinist by pi’b- 
fession, and a burglar by inclination. 
When he was sent back to San Quentin 
to finish his time he was put to work 
with other convicts in the engine room. 
It was here that an idea came into his 
brain that for absolute daring and 
fearlessness was typical of the man. 
He had noticed that every evening at 
the time the men working in the en­ 
gine room were lined up to be marched 
away, the machinery was stopped at 
exactly tho same moment. 
He had 
observed as well that a window lead­ 
ing to an adjacent roof was not far 
from the top of the big driving belt 
of the engine. 
From that roof it was 
possible to reach the outer wall of the 
prison. 
Beyond the wall was free­ 
dom. 
He had escaped so many times 
that his mind reverted again and again 
to the window high up on the wall of 
the engine room. 
Apparently it was 
beyond all possibility of being reached. 
No ladder was to be obtained. 
Had 
such a thing been even standing in 
place against the wall, to break from 
the lino and scale it with catlike dex­ 
terity, although the work of but a few 
seconds, he well knew would bo futile, 
possibly fatal. 
Bullets travel faster 
than legs, and tho guards were not 
bad shots. 
But desperate deeds de­ 
mand desjDerate means. 
Some minds 
may work with an ingenuity born of 
despair, but Steadman's was of a dif­ 
ferent calibre. 
His plans were the 
outgrowth of steadfast optimism. 
He 
never ceased to scheme, as he never 
ceased to hope for liberty. 


“One day there came to him, as if 
by inspiration, the thought that the 
big belt might be the means of carry­ 
ing him to his goal. 
Ho found that it 
was impossible to count the revoliu 
tions of the driving wheel, but there 
were lacings in the broad belt, which 
he was able to distinguish as a sort of 
blur as it passed a given point. 
For 
days,and clays he counted, aud in his 
cell at night he speut his time in cal­ 
culations. 
He discovered the exact 
number of revolutions the wheel made 
per minute. 
He learned also, by con­ 
stant observation, just how many times 
the belt went round after the engine 
was shut down, 


“ One evening, when the line had 
been formed as usual at the close of 
the day's work, and as the big wrheel 
began to lose its momemtum, suddenly 
a convict sprang from the line, lea2<>ed 
to the belt, with outstretched arms 
grappling both edges of the broad 
leather. 
He had calculated well the 
strength that would be required, for 
the terrific wrench did not loosen his 


grnip. Outward and upward he swung 
until ho reached the topmost point of 
the circumference. 
The nicety of his 
calculation had reaped its reward. The 
belt stopped. 
He leaped to his feet, 
sprang through tho window, and was 
gone before convicts or guards had 
recovered from their astouishmeut. 
He caught up a guard's coat and hat, 
dropped from the wall and got away in 
tho dusk of tho evening. 
I am in­ 
clined to believe that as a mathemat­ 
ical proposition that was about as per­ 
fect a piece of work as any man ever 
accomplished,” 


“And did ho getaway without recap­ 
ture ?” some one asked. 


“ No, I am almost sorry to say, he 
did not,” answered the Los Augeles 
chief, “for that ought by rights to be 
the denouement of such a story,which 
combines so much of daring and cle­ 
verness. 
Steadman was taken again 
in a short time and put to work at his 
old job. 
There are bars over that 
high window above the big drive belt 
now. 
Not long after this Steadman 
cut and nearly killed one of tho other 
convicts, and is now serving out an 
additional sentence, 
for attempted 
murder, at the Folsom prison, which 
is situated some twenty-eight miles 
from Sacramento.” 


Th« C olum bus o f tho Skies, 


Lacaille has been justly called the 
truo Columbus of the southern skies. 
Born near Rheims in 1713, and left 
destitute at an early age, he was edu­ 
cated at the expenso of the Duke of 
Bourbon ; having acquired proficiency 
in theology, like Laplace, he aban­ 
doned that profession for the study of 
science) and by the favor of Cassiui 
became one of the surveyors of the 
coast from Nantes to Bayonne, and in 
1730 took part in tho remeasurement 
of the French arc of the meridian. 
The perfection with which this work 
was done secured him admission to the 
academy of sciences, and a j>rofessor- 
ship at tho college Mazarin, where he 
worked energetically in a small observ­ 
atory fitted up for determining the 
places of the fixed stars. 
While oc­ 
cupied with this work he became im­ 
pressed with the need of good obser­ 
vations of the stars of the southern 
hemisphere. Accordingly he proposed 
an expedition to the Cape of Good 
Hope, which was officially sanctioned 
and carried out with marvelous rapid­ 
ity and success. 
Landing in April, 
1751, at the cape, which was then a 
mere signal station for Indian vessels, 
he secured a location in the wild coun­ 
try near the great Table mountain,and 
in fourteen months had observed the 
positions of nearly ten thousand stars 
with a degree of precision never be­ 
fore attempted in that region of the 
heavens,. The great catalogue which 
he formed from these observations 
was published in 1763, and reprinted 
in 1847 by the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science, and until 
within the last twenty years was the 
chief source of our knowledge of 
the southern hemisx^here. —Atlantic 
Monthly.

The Felipinas, which destiny has in 
charge, and which, like Cuba and 
Puerto Rico, the United may have in 
charge also, are the fairylands of 
Oceauica, the home of the humming 
bird and the firefly,

caress to the eye. 
Barring the w?ild 
cac and the Spaniard, there are no 
beasts of prey. 
The Spaniard came 
in the train of Magellan. 
He had to

The adventure cost 
Magellau his life and a vast amount 
of jealousy on the part of Portugal. It 
wras in the neighboring waters that 
the two great maritime powers of the 
sixteenth century struggled for the 
dominion of that new world which 
neither the one nor the other was to 
rule. 
The circumstance is notewor­ 
thy'in view of the fact that it was 
this hemisphere which bore the brunt 
of Spanish violence. 
Malaysia was 
approached more gently. On its shores 
there disembarked warriors more pa­ 
cific and priests less inquisitorial, Far 
from Castile and continuously threat­ 
ened by Portugal, the Spaniard un­ 
derstood that to gain subjects’ mercy 
was better than might. 
In that part 
of the globe he became indulgent. In 
every other colonial enterprise he de­ 
veloped into a brute. 
It is only since 
possessions hero have vanished that 
in the Felipinas the beast of prey ap­ 
peared. 
In earlier days, apart from 
Portugal he had only Chinese pirates 
to fear. 
The latter so bothered one 
of the governor generals that he got 
ready to set out and conquer Cathay, 
Jn that epoch the average Don was 
fuller of fight than of wisdom. 
Time 
has not changed him in the least,— 
Collier's Weekly,

ELLES FOR WAGING AVAR 


INSTRUCTIONS FOR 
THE 
GOVERN­ 
MENT OF OUR ARMIES, 


Tho Sam e R egulation* T h a t AVero A dopt­ 
ed by F ran ce an d P ru ssia In tlio W a r lio- 
tw eon T hose C o u n trie s— Notice of llom - 
b a rd m e n t N ot N ecessary—M a rtia l l*aw. 
General orders No. 100, of April 24, 
1863, comprising instructions for tho 
government of armies of the United 
States in the field, have been reissued 
and are being sent to tho various com­ 
manders for their guidance during tho 
conflict with Spain. 
Those instruc­ 
tions were adopted by France and 
Prussia in the war between those coun­ 
tries, and ux^on them a general Euro­ 
pean conference afterward based an 
agreement on this subject. 


The instructions define martial law 
as military authority exorcised in ac­ 
cordance with the laws and usages of 
war. 
A place, district or country oc­ 
cupied by an enemy stands in conse­ 
quence of the occupation under tho 
martial law of the invading or occupy­ 
ing army. 
It extends to property and 
to persons, whether subjects of the 
enemy or aliens. 


Whenever feasible martial law is 
carried out in cases of individual of-, 
fenders by military courts, but sen­ 
tence of death must be executed only 
with the approval of the chief execu­ 
tive, providing the urgency of the case 
does not require a speedier execution, 
and then only with the approval of the 
chief commander. 
Martial law should 
be less stringent in x^laees fully occu- 
pied and fairly conquered. 


Military necessity admits of all 
direct destruction of life or limb of 
“armed” enemies, and of other x^r- 
8ous whose destruction is incidentally 
“ unavoidable,” in armed contests. 


Military necessity does not admit 
of tho infliction of suffering for the 
sake of suffering or for revenge, nor 
of maiming or wounding except in 
fight, nor of torture to extort confes- 
sions. 


It admits of decex>tion, but disclaims 
acts of perfidy. 


It is lawful to starve the hostile be- 
ligerents, armed or unarmed, as it 
leads to the speedier subjection of the 
enemy. 
When the commander of a 
besieged place expels the non-com­ 
batants in order to lesson the number 
of those who consume his stock of 
X)rovisioui3 it is lawrful, though an ex­ 
treme measure, to drive them back so 
as to hasten on the surrender. 


Commanders, whenever admissible, 
inform the enemy of their intention 
to bombard a x>lace, but it is no in­ 
fraction of the common law of war to 
omit thus to inform them. 
Sunrise 
may be a necessity. 


Retaliation will never be resorted 
to as a measure of mere revenge, but 
only as a means of ju’otective retribu­ 
tion ; and, moreover, cautiously and 
unavoidably—that is to say, retalia­ 
tion shall only be resorted to after 
careful inquiry into the real occur­ 
rence and the character of the misdeeds 
that may demand retribution. 


The more vigorously war is pur­ 
sued the better it is for humanity. 
Sharp wars are brief. 


A victorious army appropriates all 
Xmblic money, seizes all public mova­ 
ble x^roperty until further directed by 
its government and sequesters for its 
own benefit or that of its government 
all the revenues of real property be­ 
longing to the hostile government or 
nation. 
The title to such real prop­ 
erty remains in abeyance during mili­ 
tary occupation and until the conquest 
is made complete. 


The United States acknowledge and 
protect, in hostile countries occupied 
by them, religion and morality, strictly 
private property, the persons of the 
inhabitants—especially those of women 
—and the sacredness of domestic re­ 
lations. 


Deserters from the American army 
suffer death if they fall into the hands 
of the United States. 


It is against the usage of modern 
war to resolve in hatred and revenge 
to give no quarter. 


Outposts, sentinels or pickets are 
not to be fired upon except to drive 
them in or when a positive order, 
special or general, has been issued to 
that effect. 


Whoever intentionally inflicts addi­ 
tional wounds on an enemy already 
wholly disabled, or kills him or ord­ 
ers that this shall be done, shall suf­ 
fer death if convicted. 


A frica's A n cien t Sea, 


Recent studies of the animal life of 
Lake Tanganyika have shown that 
that lake dillers from all the other 
African lakes in x^ossessing inhabi­ 
tants that belong to oceanic species. 
Still, those singular denizens of Lake 
Tanganyika are not exactly like the 
marine organisms of the present day, 
and the conclusion is drawn that a sea, 
connected with the open ocean, once 
occupied the part of Africa where 
Tanganyika now lies, and that the 
lake is the last remnant of the ancient 
sea*—Youth's Companion.

THE BUMBLE-BEE. 


H e I)oos Not F e a r th e Cold, and Ts J o u n d 
Kvcn In th o A rctic Itcglons, 


In the St. Nicholas there is an 
article on “ The Bumble Bee,” written 
by Baruey Hoskin Standish. 
Mr. 
Staudish says: 


This chunky, hairy, noisy fellow is 
king of tho cold. 
He stays with us 
summer and winter, aud is said to 
prefer tho Arctic region to the trox>ics. 
I do not doubt this, for he will sleep 
out of doors any cold night of the 
spring or fall without asking for au 
extra blanket. 
Indeed, he is home­ 
less for nine or ten months of the 
year, lodging wherover night over­ 
takes him, on a blossom, a leaf, aud 
oven upon the ground. 
If he has any 
choice in the matter I think he pre­ 
fers the thistle, where tho spines are 
thickest. 
Perhaps he is aware that 
these stingers wTill guard him from the 
skunk and tho snako while his own 
aro in a body stiffened with cold and 
drowsy with sleep. 


There aro three kinds of bumble­ 
bees reared in a nest, queens, drones, 
and workers. 
The queens alone sur­ 
vive the winter. 
They apparently 
spend the first few weeks of spring 
waiting for rcd-clover to bloom, the 
first blossom of which is the signal for 
nest building. 
Before this they visit 
the willows, hum a soft bass about 
the lilacs, thrust their long tongues 
into the honeysuckles and grow fat at 
the 
exhaustless honey-jars of tho 
waterleaf, and then the play-day ends 
and labor begins. 


Nest building with them does not 
mean nest construction. 
One bee 
alone could not well do that, besides, 
she is in a big, bustling hurry now; 
she has actually seen a clover blossom. 
Out and in among the dead matted 
grasses of 
last year’s growth she 
goes, hunting perhaps for the aban­ 
doned nest of a field-mouse. 
It will 
be remembered that these little ani­ 
mals build upon the surface of the 
ground soft nests of grasses in which 
they winter. 
From these they have 
runways leading in different direc­ 
tions. 
The bee goes down into the 
dead grass, scrambling on as best she 
may, until she finds one of these run­ 
ways, following it up to the nest. 
If 
it is occupied she goes elsewhere, if 
not, the mouse nest straightway be­ 
comes a bee’s nest and the little crea­ 
ture begins her preparations for house­ 
keeping. 


She now collects a mass of pollen in 
which to deposit an egg. 
As the egg 
hatches and the baby-bee grows she 
keeps this mass moistened with honey 
and he helps himself, eating out a 
cavity larger than a white bean. 
In 
this he spins a complete cocoon. 
When this is done he takes a long 
nap, in which he changes from a grub 
into a bumble-bee with wrings and 
legs. 
Meantime the parent removes 
the thin coating of j^ollen from the 
upper half of the cocoon and appar­ 
ently spreads a yellow secretion, or 
varnish, upon it, as if to keep out 
moisture. 
She is also now busy col­ 
lecting more pollen and laying eggs 
in it, and constructing a rude cell or 
twfo in w’hich to place honey, as if for 
a rainy day. 
The first bees that hatch 
are worker bees, and at this time are 
downy, pale and baby-like in appear­ 
ance and behavior. 
In later summer 
queens and drones are hatched. 


A n im al “ F a m in e F u n d s ,” 


If we examine the stores made by 
most of the vegetable-eating animals 
that lay by a “famine fund,” wre shall 
find a rather curious similarity in tho 
food commonly used by them. 
They 
nearly all live on vegetable substances 
in a concentrated form—natural food 
lozenges, which are very easily stored 
away. 
There is a great difference, for 
example, between the bulk of nutri­ 
ment eaten in the form of grass by a 
rabbit and the same amount of sub­ 
stance in the “special x^reparation” in 
the kernel of a nut, or the stone of a 
XJeach, or the bulb of a crocus, off 
which a squirrel makes a, meal. Nearly 
all the storing animals eat “ concen­ 
trated food,” whether it be beans or 
grain, hoarded by the hamster, or 
nuts and hard fruits by the squirrel, 
nuthatch and x>oSi*ihly some of the 
jays. 
But there is one vegetable-eat- 
ing animal whoso food is neither con­ 
centrated nor easy to move. 
On tho 
contrary, it is obtained with great 
labor in the first instance, and stored 
with no less toil after it is procured. 
The beaver lives during the winter on 
the bark of trees. 
As it is not safe, 
and is often impossible, for the ani­ 
mal to leave the water when the ice 
has formed, it stores these branches 
underwater, cutting them into lengths, 
dragging them below the surface, and 
fixing them down to the bottom with 
stones and mud. 
This is more dilli- 
eult work than gathering hay.—Lon­ 
don Sx^ectator.

Take a damp sponge airl a littlo 
soap; rub over tho soiled parts, and 
then rub one wny with unwashed cal­ 
ico (brown is the best). 
They will 
come ovt on tho calico. 


S tains in Cloth. 


Grease stains in wool or cloth can 
bo removed by dipping a flannel rag 
in benzine. 
If the color is light, be 
sure to keep wiping the spot with a 
dry end of the rag until all traces of 
the application have been removed, 
else there will be left rings. 


Tied Covers. 


If lace spreads are too expensive a 
good substitute is drawn screens, 
through which is run satin ribbons, 
the whole over silkoline of tho pre­ 
vailing tint of the room. 
Tho sides, 
which should never be tucked under 
tho mattress, must be finished with 
heavy lace. 
If tho empire roll is de­ 
sired instead of tho shams and pil­ 
lows, havo a roll made of excelsior, 
ticw tho shams on it and where fchey 
join in the centre tie a broad band of 
Butin ribbon. 


S tarch for La re. 


The best kind of starch for lace, 
for wash silks, linen, muslin, or any 
thin fabric is made with gum arabic. 
Put an ounce of gum arabic in a bot­ 
tle and pour on it a cup of cold water. 
Place it over the fire until 
tho 
gum is dissolved; then strain through 
a sieve or piece of cheesecloth into 
another bottle. 
When cold add to it 
a half gill of alcohol and it is ready 
for use. 
A half teaspoonful mixed 
with a half cup of water will make 
lace sufficiently thick and the gum 
does not cloud tho fabric as starch 
does, 


A Caprice In D ecoration. 


Artificial flowers are being actually 
nsed in the finest parlors and dining 
rooms of New York to the decided 
detriment of trade in the real. 
Tho 
caprice of fashion for using artificial 
flowers in great profusion where a fevr 
months ago oiily natural flowers would 
haye been taken under any circum­ 
stances, though of recent growth, is 
none the less strong. 
It looks now as 
if it would soon cease to be a caprice 
or fad and become a fixed social 
policy. 
Some of the prettiest deco­ 
rations of drawingrooms and ball­ 
rooms this season have been dono 
with muslin blossoms, and muslin 
flowers also have just come into use 
for the adornment of dining and lun­ 
cheon tables. 


E conom y in H o u sek eep in g . 


In good housekeeping,as in nature, 
nothing need be wrasted. 
One might 
suppose that-an old chair had a legiti­ 
mate ending when tho seat was quite 
gone and the four legs falling a]^art. 
Yet see—the four legs will support a 
square board, and when the whole is 
stained and varnished there is a most 
useful little table for the x)01’ch; or, 
painted white, it may become a stand 
to keep close to the sewing chair, and 
hold the work basket. 
A second ta­ 
ble may be evolved by using longest 
spokes of the chair back as legs, only 
in this case the shape of the table's 
top had best be triangular, and for it 
three legs will be sufficient. 
This 
will make a very small table, aud need 
not be stained or painted it a bright 
cover is thrown over it; but its most 
convenient use will be to hold a light 
teakettle at 4 o'clock. 
All these 
handicraft trifles should be handed 
over to our amateur carpenters—boys 
and girls—for it is the right of every 
family of children to x^ossess a tool 
chest and a work bench set in the gar­ 
ret. 
A tool chest is an excellent in­ 
vestment in a household.

Peanut Fritters—Take two table­ 
spoonfuls of ground peanuts, half a 
cup of granola, two eggs, milk enough 
to make a rather thin batter, a x5^10^ 
of salt. 
Stir all together and drop ia 
teaspoonfuls on hot griddle. 


Salad Seasoning—Six teaspoonfuls 
of salt, four teaspoonfuls of dry mus­ 
tard, one even teaspoonful of cay­ 
enne pepper. 
Mix thoroughly and 
keep iu air-tight bottle ready for use. 
Put teaspoonful in salad shaker when 
you season with it. 


Carrot Pudding—Two cups grated 
carrots, one cup grated potatoes, two 
cups currants, one cup raisins, one 
cup chopped suet, one cup sugar, one 
and one-half teaspoonfuls of soda,one- 
half teasx^oonful salt, flour enough foij 
stiffening, and steam three or four 
hours.

The Stars and Stripes Waves 
Over the Vanquished City. 


LTS IMPRESSIVI: CEREMONY. 


Surrender of the Spanish Arms to 
General Shafter's Troops. 


SANTIAGO'S MILITARY GOVERNOR. 


Santiago, Cuba» July 18,—The Ameri- 
can flag is floating in triumph over the 
governor's pahiee at Santiago de Cuba, 
and General MeKibbln has been ap- 
pointed temporary military governor. 
Amid impressive ceremonies the Span- 
ish troops laid down their arms be- 
tv/een the lines of 
the Spanish and 
American forces at 9 o'clock yesterday 
forenoon. 


General Shafter returned to General 
Toral the latter's sword after it had 
been handed to the 
American com- 
mander. 
Our troops, lined up at the 
. trenches, were eye witnesses of the 
ceremony. 
General Shafter and his 
escort, accompanied by General Toral, 
rode through the city, taking formal 
possession. 
The city had been sacked 
before they arrived by the Spaniards. 


The ceremony of hoisting the Stars 
and Stripes was worth all the blood 
and treasure it cost. A vast concourse

of 10,000 people witnessed the stirring 
and thrilling scene that will live for- 
ever in the minds of all the Americans 
present. 
The palace, a picturesque old 
dwelling in the Moorish style of archi- 
tecture, faces the Plaza de La Reina, 
the principal public square. 


Across the plaza was drawn up the 
Ninth infantry, headed by the Sixth 
Cavalry band. 
In the street facing the 
palance stood a picked troop of the 
Second cavalry, with drawn 
sabers, 
under command 
of 
Captain 
Brett, 
Massed on the stone flagging, between 
the band and line of horsemen, wore 
the 'brigade commanders of 
General 
Shafter's division.'with their staffs. On 
the red tiled roof of the palace stood 
Captain McKittrick, Lieutenant Miley 
and General Wheeler. 


All about, pressing agcliiot the ver- 
anda walls, crowding to windows and 
doors and lining the roofs, were the 
people of the town, principally women 
and non-combatants. 
As the chimes 
of the old cathedral rang out the hour 
of 12 the infantry and cavalry pre- 
sented arms. 
Every American uncov- 
ered, and Captain McKittrick hoisted 
the Stars and Stripes. As the brilliant 
folds unfurled in a gentle breeze the 
cavalry band broke into the strains of 
"The Star Spangled Banner." 


At the same instant the sound of the 
distant booming of Captain Capron's 
battery, firing a salute of 21 guns, 
drifted in. When the music ceased, 
from all directions around our line 
came 
floating 
across the plaza 
the 
strains of the regimental bands and 
the muflled, hoarse cheers of our troops. 
The infantry came to "order arms" a 
moment later, after the flag was up, 
and the band played "Rally 'Round the 
Plag, Boys." instantly General McKib- 
bin called for three cheers for General 
Shafter, which were given with great 
enthusiasm, the band playing Sousa's 
"The Btai's and Stripes Forever." 


The ceremony over. General Shafter 
[ind his staff returned to the American 
lines, leaving the city in the possession 
of the municipal authorities, subject 
to the control of General ilcKibbin, 
t 


The Thirteenth and Ninth regiments , 
of infantry will remain, in the city to 
enforce order and exercise municipal 
authority. Tho Spanish forces are ta>| 
encamp outside of our lines.

The open handed generosity of the 
American seamen was shown last Sat- 
urday when a subscription was opened 
on Commodore Schley's flagship, the 
Brooklyn, for the benellt .of the young 
wife 0« George Henry Ellis, tho only 
m»an killed on the American side dur- 
ile: the battle with Admiral Cervera's 
fleet. 
The men eagerly offered their 
money, many whose salaries are but 
$17 and $18 a month, giving $20 and 
) $25. One seaman who hai a silver coin 
taken from one of the Spanish ves- 
sels offered it for sale for the benefit 
of the fund, .^nd it was bid in by an- 
other seaman for $25. 
A five peseta 
piece from the Infanta Maria 'Teresa 
brought #60 more. 
The fund now 
amounts to over $1,000. and is growing. 


BEFORE THE SURRENDER, 


Cieuoral Toral AVautod HIr Soldiers to 
Retain Their Guns. 


Santiago de Cuba. July IS.—The week 
preceding: the surrender of 
Santiago 


was replete with dilatory tactics on the 
part of the Spaniards. On Wednesday 
of last week General Toral sent out a 
reply to General Shafter's second de- 
mand for the surender of the city, re- 
iterating: his determination to resist. 
Düring the existence of the truce Tor- 
al's 
forces were 
busily 
enga^ed 
In 
doubling back his entrenchments and 
fixing 
his guns In the direction from 
which he was threatened. 


At a conference later between Gen- 
erals Toral, Miles, Shafter, Wheeler, 
Gilmour, 
Colonel 
Morse, 
Lieutenant 
Miley and Colonel Maus the situation 
was placed frankly before General To- 
ral, and he was offered the alternative 
of being sent home with his garrison 
or leaving 
Santiago 
province. 
The 
only condition imposed was that 
he 
should not destroy the existing forti- 
fications 
and should leave his arms be- 
hind. This later condition the Span- 
ish general, who does not speak En- 
glish, explained through his interpre- 
ter was impossible. 
He said the laws 
of Spain gave a 
general no 
discre- 
tion. He might abandon a place when 
he found it untenable, but he could not 
leave his arms behind wi-hojjit subject- 
ing himself 
to the penalty of being 
shot. 
His government, he said, had 
granted 
him permission to evacuate 
Santiago. 
That was all. Further than 
that he could not go. 


Thursday General Toral sent a com- 
munication to General Shafter indicat- 
ing his willingness to accept the terms 
of surrender proposed and asked the 
American commander to appoint com- 
missioners to meet three Spanish com- 
missioners to arrange terms of surren- 
der. The American commissioners ap- 
pointed were Generals Wheeler 
and 
Lawton and Lieutenant Miley. 
The 
Spanish 
commissioners were 
Robert 
Mason, British vice consul, and Gen- 
eral Kscarajao and Colonel Fontaine, 
of the Spanish army. 


General Shafter had transmitted to 
Washington the request of General To- 
ral that the Spanish prisoners be al- 
lowed to return with their arms to 
Spain. The reply came in the shape of 
positive instructions to insist upon the 
Spanish troops laying down their arms, 
and to this General Toral was com- 
pelled to agree. 


Our government agrees to transport 
all the Spanish prisoners, numbering 
25,000, in neutral vessels to Cadiz or 
some other Spanish port, and to pro- 
vide them with food pending the em- 
barkation and during the voyage» 


SPANISH INCOMPETENCY 
' 


Enables Our Little Gunboat ICaglo to 
Jiestroy a BIc: SpaulBli Criilsor, 
Key 
West, July 20.--The 
Spanish 
transatlantic 
liner San 
Domingo, of 
5.500 tons, was totally destroyed by the 
little auxiliary gunboat Eagle on July 
12 off Cape Francis. This Intelligence 
was brought 
here yesterday by 
the 
Nashville, which came up after the at- 
tack 
and 
found 
the 
Spanish 
ship 
burned and smashed on the reefs. 


The affair offere a striking commen- 
tary on the difference between Ameri- 
can and Spanish spirit. The San Do- 
mingo had two five inch guns mounted 
and loaded, her magazines were open, 
and it only remained to train her guns 
and fire them to blow the little Eagle 
out of the sea. But the latter, with her 
comparatively 
feeble battery 
of 
six 
pounders, steamed to within two miles 
of the enemy and pounded shot after 
shot into her until she turned and, in a 
desperate attempt to get Into the nai'- 
row channel, 
grounded 
on the 
reef 
without 
having 
tried to return 
the 
American fire. 


Seventy shots were fired by the Eagle 
and nearly all took effect. When the 
Spanish 
ship 
went 
ashore 
a 
river

Red Cross Steamer Relieving the 
Destitution in Santiago. 


Santiago de Cuba, July 20.—The Red 
Cross society's steamer State of Texas 
arrived at 6 o'clock Sunday evening, 
and Monday morning at daybreak Dr. 
Elwell, who is in charge of the work 
of unloading, secured eight stores in 
the heart of the city and one large' 
shed on the dock, engaged 80 stevedores 
and began unloading the steamer. 
She 
had 1,400 tons of provisions on board. 


The distribution began at 3 o'clock, 
allowing a pound and a half of rations 
to each sitizen. 
When the unloading 
began crowds of half starved citizens 
rushed to the clock, fighting, trampling 
one another under foot, breaking open 
the cases and stealing the 
supplies. 
Finally a picket of troops was placed 
on the wharf, refusing admittance to 
anyone. 


The entire cargo had been landed be- 
fore the distribution began. 
Each ap- 
plicant was furnished with a 
ration 
ticket supplied by the local commis- 
sioners. with General McKIbben's en- 
dorsement. 


Before the distribution of the sup- 
plies from the State of Texas there was 
literally nothing in the city to eat. 
Be- 
fore the refugees left for El 
Caney 
flour was selling at 5150 a barrel, beans 
at $90 per hundred pounds, condensed 
milk at $5 a cjjn and hard tack at $1 
apiece. At El Caney the prices were 
still higher, $25 for a can of condensed 
milk and $5 for a piece of hard tack. 
The ruin and want in the city are al- 
most Inconceivable. 


General Shafter has had a thorough 
examination made of the sanitary con- 
dition of Santiago. The work was done 
by Dr. Goodfellow, of the -general's 
staff, and by a civilian physician, Dr. 
Orlando Dwiker. They find that 
al- 
though there are' at present but six 
cases of yellow fever in the city, in ad- 
dition to two suspects, the town is ripe 
for an epidemic. 
Santiago and J-Uo 
Janeiro are considered 
the 
gj-eatest 
fever breeding centers In the world. 
This town lacks every sanitary feature 
at its best, and now, after two months' 
siege, leaving it dirty and 
repellant, 
it Is a veritable pest hole. The awful 
stenches that arise from the streets 
stagger and choke one. No cordial In 
Santiago has the power to wash this 
odor from one's throat. 


There is no sewage system. The city 
drainage Is all from the surface Into 
the harbor, and the lower part of the 
city, through which much of the drain- 
age runs, especially from 
the 
poor 
quarter around the bull ring to the 
northwest of the city, is the seeding ! 
center of malarial, typhoid and other 
low fevers. 


The water supply of the city, which 
was cut off on July 3 above El Caney 
by General Garcla's troops, leaving the ' 
town without water, was turned 
on 
again 
Monday. The ice factory 
re- 
sumed work Monday, using the "rain, 
water supply in the cisterns. 


All the liquor stores, wholesale and 
retail, are closed, under General Shaf- , 
ter's orders, but the Spanish soJdiers:^ 
have a larire stock of rum on hand,.,

In the meantime the steamer would 
go around a sharp bend In the river, 
and the next time the worshiper open- 
ed his eyes he would And himself, to 
bis horror and amazement, with his 
back to Mecca and his arms stretched

commemorates 
tho 
gallant lieuteuaut Avho destroyed the 
ironclad Albemarle at the risk of al- 
most certain death, and whose 'work 
was the forerunner of that which liis 
steel namesake is expected to do? 
On 
board the littlo craft the name of Gush- 
ing is held ux) as a constant source of 
emulation to the members of the crew. 


The Porter bears a namo that Alls 
the American tar with pride, recalling 
a famous family of naval heroes. 


The Foote is named for tho brave 
and pious old admiral who first taught 
the Chinese that there was a nation 
on this side of the world that knew 
how to fight. 
It was in 1850, when 
the English and French were at war, 
that the Ghinese forts lired ou Footers 
Bhipa, which were there to protect 
American 
interests. 
The 
doughty 
commander 
demanded 
an 
instant 
apology. 
When it was not forth- 
coming ho landed liis men and led 
them against the four forts. 
Their 
seven-foot walls of granite were pro- 
tected by many guns, and contained 
5000 Chinese soldiers, but Foote cap- 
tured them with 400 Americans and 
lost only 40 men, against the enemy's 
loss of 400. 


The Dupont is named for tho naval 
leader of the Mexican war, and the 
Winslow fur the commander of 
the 
famous old Kearsarge. 
The Rop^ers 
commemorates one of the naval heroes 
of 1812. 
The Ericsson bears a name 
which revolutionized 
naval warfare 
when its owner built the Monitor and 
sent her against 
the much-feared 
Merrimac in Hampton Roads. 


Our newest torpedo boat, the one 
which was recently bought in Eng- 
land; and which has not yet" been 
brought to this side of the Atlantic, 
is called the Somers. 
The name of 
Commander Richard Somers is not so 
familiar as that of Gushing, yet it is 
connected with an action as glorious 
in its courage and more unfortunate 
in its outcome than that which made 
Lieutenant Gushing famous. 
In the 
year 1804, when the United States 
was fighting 
the Barbary pirates, 
Somers manned a fireship loaded with 
gunpowder 
and 
combustibles 
and 
sailed her into the harbor of Tripoli 
at night to destroy the enemy's ships. 
Before he started ou his perilous mis- 
sion he said to his little crew of vol- 
unteers: 


"Let no man go with me who does 
not prefer death to surrender." 


Not a man of the crew drew back. 
The sliip and its men floated silently

Standing, sentinel like, where tho 
Susquehanna splits itself into 
the 
north and south branche.*, is old Fort 
Augusta, the veteran lighting strong- 
hold of the United States. 
Placed 
beside a modern fort, it would look, 
in size, like a dog alongside of an 
elephant. 
It is now tho property of 
IMr. and Mrs. Isaao Gross of Sunbury, 
Pa^, and is located in a field, about 
1G5 feet from the river bank. 


It was built in 175G, after plans 
by Colonel Gordon, 
as a protection 
against tho French and hostile In- 
dians, and was named after the mother 
of George IIL 
In shapo, it closely 
resembles a bake oven, and its inte- 
rior is curious and interesting. 
A 
small mound of earth marks the spot 
—with an opening in tho ground two 
and one-half feet wide. 
Twelve four- 
inch stone stops lead below. 
Ou de- 
scending, the ground space inside is 
found to bo 10x12 feet, and eight feet 
from the floor to tho apex of the 
arched ceiling. 
The arch is brick and 
commeuces in an 
oiVset purposely 
made in the wall, five feet above the 
ground floor. The bricks are said to 
be of English manufacture. 


Its location at the forks of the Sus- 
quehanna was a strong strategic ad- 
vantage, as it held tho chief passage 
by waterway from the north of the 
state. 
When completed it was re- 
garded as one of the largest, strongest 
and most important of all the fortiii- 
cations erected ou the frontiers of the 
provinces. Its original armament con- 
sisted of at least twelve cannon and 
two swivels, and one of these cannons 
is still in existence in Sunbury. 
It is 
of English make, of about 3 1-2 inch 
bore, and weighs nearly lOUO pounds. 


Fort Augusta ranks next in impor- 
tance to Valley Forge as a factor in 
the achievevement of our liberties, 
and it is to be hoped that some day 
public spirit Avill see that steps are 
taken fur its preservation, and a suit- 
able tablet placed upon it to mark its 
staunch assistance in the early caiveer 
of this great 
country.—Kew 
York 
Times.

markable ; of tho aü2,0ü0 totally blind 
persons in Europe, 192,000 are in 
Russia—that is to say, one out of 
every 500 subjects of the Czar is blind. 
It is believed that this ujifortunate 
proportion is equaled by no other 
country in the world. 
The projjor- 
tion in Prance, England, 
Germany, 
Italy and Spain is recorded as a little 
less than ono to every 1000 of popula- 
tion. 
The Russian physicians who 
cojui^led the statistics attribute the 
groat number of blind persons in 
UusHia to tho bad hygienic state of 
peasant life, to the intense cold, and 
to the glare of the sun on the snow, 
which the Russian rustic takes pride 
in facing.

B l j c i i r e s t D r o p 
H i i i n i n c r , 


The biggest drop hammer in the 
world has been constructed at Hart- 
ford, Conn. 
It strikes a 3000-pound 
blow. 
But that is not the most won- 
derful thing about it. The mechanism 
of this hammer is so admirably ad- 
justed that its operator controls^^it as 
absolutely as he does his own hand. 
He can make it crash down with its 
full power, striking a blow of such 
terrific force as would shatter granite, 
or he can lower it so gently and so 
accurately that it would 
crack a nut 
without bruising the kernel. 


Its blow, is equal to the combined 
blow of 150 men, striking with black- 
smith hammers. 
The total height of 
the hammer and its 
nprights 
is tAventy- 
eight feet. 
The weight of its base is 
60,000 pounds. 
In other words, a 
mass of iron weighing 8000 pounds 
falls upon an anvil weighing 90,000 
pounds. 
How was a foundation to be 
biiilt that would not be shaken to 
pieces at one fall of the hammer ? 
It 
was done as follows: 


At the works where the big hammer 
has been set up the ground was exca- 
vated on the site chosen for the ham- 
mer until the solid rock had been 
reached. 
Upon this was built a con- 
crete bed three feet deep, one of ce- 
ment and one of broken stone. 
On 
this concrete foundation bed were 
placed layers of metal, bolted solidly 
together to a depth of fifteen inches,' 
To allow room for (he pounding the 
base of the hammer would receive 
and provide a yielding foundation that 
M^ould give evenly without 
sagging 
sideways, a sheet of lead one-quarl^r 
of an inch thick was placed between 
the concrete and the metal of tho foun- 
dation.—Philadelphia Press.

The smokeing out of a 
swarm of bees in a tree to secure the 
honey is one of the causes given for the 
breaking out of the fire, but the one more 
generally accepted among the residents 
of that section 5s that the woods were 
set on fire for the purpose of drawing 
people away from their homes, and then 
robbing thp abodes while the occupants 
weree out fighting the fire. This theory 
is greatly strengthened by the fact that 
Avhen the fire was under control at cer- 
tain points, fresh fires wore started at 
places distant fiom the original fires. 


School Tax Ruling*. 


In answer to a letter from the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction, the Attorney 
General's Department rules that School 
Boards have authority to assess and levy 
taxes for school purposes upon real es- 
tate and personel property in the man- 
ner heretofore provided, and to assess 
an occupation or per capita tax of $1 
upon everv male inhabitant of the age of 
21 years and upwards. This per capita 
tax is in lieu of the occupation tax lev- 
ied under the old law, and the amount 
thereof cannot be exceeded in any case> 
no matter at "what sum the occupation} 
trade or profession may have been valu- 
ed by the assessor for State and County 
purposes. 
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Two Cent Stamp On a One-Cent Note; 


A rather amusing case has been decid- 
ed by Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Scott. The proprietors of a well known 
brand of bottled whiskey aflix to the 
cork of each bottle a statement in the 
form of a promissory note that they will 
pay 1 cent to the purchaser of each bot- 
tle. Commissioner Scott holds that this 
is a true promissory note and that each 
one must ca,rry a 2-cent stamp, twice the 
principal sum of the instrument. A dis- 
appearance of this feature of the business 
is looked for under the operation of this , 
decision.

Yes, that is the proj^er word, but most 
men Avould pronounce it romance, 


**The most remarkable escapo from 
prison that I can recall," said William 
A. Pinkerton to a group of chiefs and 
uperintendents, "was that of Frank 
teadman from the San Quentin prison, 
ut VÌI not tell you about it, for here 
Ì3 John Glass, who caught Steadmau 
d sent him back to San Quentin." 
Chief 
Glass straightened 
his 
six 
eet three inches, and pinched the 
rown imperial.on his under lip re- 
ectively for a moment before ho re- 
ponded to the looks of inquiry bent 
upon him by those not familiar with 
the story. 


*'The escape to which you refer, 
Pinkerton, 
was made after I sent 
Steadman to fc5an Quentin, and not be- 
fore. 
I was not the fortunate one to 
içet him after that last 
wonderful 
break. 
And, to tell the truth, I have 
never taken to myself much cre:Iit for 
taking him the time I did, for it was 
to a considerable degree a matter of 
good fortune. 
You see, Ave were just 
at that time keeping our eyes open for 
a bank robber by the name of Barnes, 
who had gone into one of the banks 
out there,'covered the one man who 
happened to be alone in the place at 
the time, locked him up in the vault, 
and then coolly walked out of the 
bank and out of sight with all the 
funds he could get his hands on, 


"One day a man answering closely 
the 
description we had of 
Barnes 
tepped off the train at Los Angeles. 
We took him in tow at once, but found 
we did not have the bird we were after. 
However we managed 
to hold him 
long enough to find out that he M'as 
Frank Steadmau, who had become no- 
torious even at that time as a success- 
ful jail breaker. 
He had four or five 
escapes from prison in southern Indi- 
ana credited to him, had got away from 
Joliet, and had still seven years to do 
t the Illinois in'ißon, had also been 
at San Quentin, and had escaped from 
there with five years unfinished, 
"rfteadman was a machinist by 
fession, and a burglar by inclination. 
When heM-as sent back to San Quentin 
to finish his time he was put to work 
with other convicts in the engine room. 
It was here that an idea came into his 
brain that for absolute daring and 
fearlessness was typical of the man. 
He had noticed that every evening at 
the time the men working in the en- 
gine room were lined up to be marched 
away, the machinery was stop]ied at 
exactly the same moment. 
He had 
observed as well that a window lead- 
ing to an adjacent roof was not far 
from the top of the big driving belt 
of the engine. 
Prom that roof it was 
possible to reach the outer wall of the 
prison. 
Beyond the wall was free- 
dom. 
He had escaped so many times 
that his mind reverted again and again 
to the window high up on the wall of 
the engine room. 
Apparently it was 
beyond all possibility of being reached. 
No ladder was to be obtained. 
Had 
such a thing been even standing in 
place îigaiuHt the wall, to break from 
the lino and scale it with catlike dex- 
terity, although the work of but a few 
seconds, he well knew would bo futile, 
possibly fatal. 
Bullets travel faster 
than legs, and tho guards were not 
bad shot«. 
But desperate deeds de- 
mand desperate means. 
Some minds 
may work with an ingenuity born of 
despair, but Steadmau's was of a dif- 
ferent calibre. 
His plans were the 
outgrowth of steadfast oi^timism. 
He 
never ceased to scheme, as ho never 
ceased to hope for liberty, 


'*0no day there came to him, as if 
by inspiration, the thought that tho 
big belt might be tho means of carry- 
ing him to his goal. 
Ho found that it 
was iniposbible to count the révolu^ 
tions of the driving wheel, but there 
were lacings in tho broad belt, which 
lie was able to distinguish as a sort of 
blur as it passed a given point. 
For 
days,and days he counted, and in his 
cell at night he spent his time in cal- 
culations. 
He discovered the exact 
number of revolutions the wheel made 
per minute. 
He learned also, by con- 
stant observation, just how many times 
the belt Avent round after the enjjiue 
was shut doun. 


"One evening, when the line had 
been formed as usual at the close of 
the day's work, and as the big wheel 
begun to lose its momemtum, suddenly 
a convict sprang from the line, leaped 
to the belt, with outstretched 
arms 
grappling both edges of the broad 
leather. 
He liad calculated well the 
strength that would be roijuived, for 
the terrific wrench did not luoasn his 


gra'ip. Outward and upward he swung 
until ho reached the topmost point of 
the circumference. 
The nicety of his 
calculation had reaped its reward. The 
belt stopped. 
He leaped to his feet, 
sprang through tho window, and was 
gone before convicts or guards had 
recovered from their 
astonishment. 
He caujiht up a guard*s coat and hat, 
dropped from the M all and got away in 
tho dusk of the evening, 
I am in- 
clined to believe that as a mathemat- 
ical proposition that was about as per- 
fect a piece of work as any man ever 
accomplished/' 


'*And did ho getaway without recap- 
ture ?** some one asked. 


I am almost sorry to say, he 
did not," answered tho Los Angeles 
chief, *'for that ought by rights to be 
the denouement of such a story, which 
combines so much of daring and cle- 
verness. 
Steadmau was taken again 
in a short time and put to Avcrk at his 
old job. 
There are bars over that 
high window above tho big drive belt 
now. 
Not long after this Steadmau 
cut and nearly killed one of the other 
convicts, and is now serving out an 
additional sentence, 
for 
attempted 
murder, at the Polsom prison, which 
is situated some twenty-eight miles 
from Sacramento." 


Thn Coluiulms of tUo Slcios. 


Lacaillo has been justly called the 
true Columbus of the southern skies. 
Born near Kheima in 1713, and left 
destitute at an early age, he Avaa edu- 
cated at the expense of the Duke of 
Bourbon ; having acquired proficiency 
in theology, like Laplace, he aban- 
doned that profession for the study of 
science) and by the favor of Cassini 
became one of the surveyors of the 
coast from Nantes to Bayonne, and in 
1730 took part in the remeasurement 
of the French arc of the meridian. 
The perfection with which this work 
was done secured him admission to the 
academy of sciences, and a professor- 
ship at tho college Mazarin, where he 
worked energetically in a small observ- 
atory fitted up for determining the 
places of the fixed stars. 
While oc- 
cupied with this work he became im- 
pressed with the need of good obser- 
vations of the stars of the southern 
hemisphere. 
Accordingly he proposed 
an expedition to the Cape of Good 
Hope, which was ofiicially sanctioned 
and carried out with marvelous rapid- 
ity and success. 
Landing in April, 
1751, at the cape, which was then a 
mere signal station for Indian vessels, 
he secured a location in the wild coun- 
try near the great Table mountain,and 
in fourteen months had observed the 
positions of nearly ten thousand stars 
Avith a degree of precision never be- 
fore attempted in that region of the 
heavens,. The great catalogue which 
he formed from these 
observations 
was published in 1763, and reprinted 
in 1847 by the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science, and until 
within the last twenty years was the 
chief source 
of our knowledge 
of 
the southern 
hemisx)here,—Atlantic 
Monthly, 


T h e r u n t h e r s of t h e IMillIppInes- 


The Felipinas, which destiny has in 
charge, 
and which, like 
Cuba 
and 
Puerto Eico, the United may have in 
charge also, 
are the fairylands of 
Oceauica, the home of the humming 
bird and the fireily. The climate is a 
thing to feed on, the scenery is a 
caress to the eye. 
Barring tho wild 
Ciio and the Spaniard, there are no 
beasts of prey. 
The Spaniard came 
in the train of Magellan. 
He had to 
fight to do it. 
The adventure 
cost 
Magellan his life and a vast amount 
of jealousy on the part of Portugal. It 
was in the neighboring waters that 
the two great maritime powers of the 
sixteenth century struggled 
for the 
dominion of that 
new world which 
neither the one nor the other was to 
rule. 
The circumstance is notewor- 
thy^ in view of the fact that it 
was 
this hemisphere which bore the brunt 
of Spanish violence, 
Malaysia 
was 
approached more gently, Onitsshores 
thei'e disembarked -warriors more pa- 
cific and priests leas inquisitorial. Par 
from Castile and continuously threat- 
ened by Portugal, the Spaniard 
un- 
derstood that to gain subjects' mercy 
was better than might. 
In that 
part 
of the globe he became indulgent. 
In 
every other colonial enterprise he de- 
veloped into a brute. 
It is only since 
possessions hero have vanished that 
in the Felipinas the beast of prey ap- 
peared. 
In earlier days, apart from 
Portugal he had only Chines© pirates 
to fear. 
The latter so bothered one 
of the governor generals that 
he got 
ready to sot out and conquer Cathay, 
In that epoch the average Don 
was 
fuller of light than of -wisdom. 
Time 
has not changed him in the 
least,— 
Collier's Weekly.

FOR 
THE 
GOVERN- 
MENT OF OUR ARN^IES. 


Kintiliii; Forbidden, 


It has hitherto been the custom of 
the children 
attending 
the 
public 
schools in Austria and Hungary to kiss 
tho hands of theiv teachers on arrival 
and departure. 
This has noM' been 
forbidden by a ukase just issued by the 
imijerial board of education, 
which 
bases its decision on a declaration of 
the sanitary council.

Tlio Snin© Kojriilrttloiis Thnt Were Adopt- 
«iit by Ki'hucp luid Pru««U In tho "Whi* lio- 
twoon Tho«o Countrh^R—Notloo of IJont- 
bnrdinont Not Nccosflnry—ISIjirtlul Linv. 
General orders No. 100, of April 24, 
1863, comprising instructions for tho 
government of armies of the United 
States in the Held, have been reissued 
and are being sent to tho various com- 
manders for their guidance during the 
conflict with Spain, 
Those instruc- 
tions were adopted by France and 
Prussia in the war between those coun- 
tries, and upou them a general Euro- 
pean conference afterward based an 
agreement on this subject. 


The instructions doline martial law 
as military authority' exercised in ac- 
cordance with the laws and iisagcs of 
war, 
A place, district or country oc- 
cupied by an enomy stands in conse- 
quence of tho occupation under tho 
martial law of the invading or occuj^y- 
ing army. 
It extends to property and 
to i^ersona, whether subjects of tho 
enemy or aliens. 


Whenever feasible martial law is 
carried out in cases of individual of-, 
fenders by military courts, but sen- 
tence of death must be executed only 
with the ai)proval of the chief execu- 
tive, providing the urgency of the case 
does not require a speedier execution, 
and then only M-ith the approval of the 
chief commander. 
Martial law should 
be less stringent in places fully occu- 
•pieA and fairly conquered. 


Military necessity 
admits 
of all 
direct destruction of life or limb of 
"armed" enemies, and of other per- 
sons whose destruction is incidentally 
"unavoidable,*' in armed contests. 


Military necessity does not admit 
of the intìictiim of sulTeriug for the 
sake of suftering or for revenge, nor 
of maiming or Avouuding except in 
fight, nor of torture to extort confes- 
sions. 


It admits of decejition, but disclaims 
acts of iDcrfidy, 


It is lawful to starve the hostile be- 
ligerents, armed or unarmed, as it 
leads to the speedier subjection of the 
enemy. 
When the commander of a 
besieged place expels the non-com- 
batants in order to lesson the number 
of those who consume his stock of 
jDrovisiouà it is lawful, though an ex- 
treme measure, to drive them back so 
as to hasten on the surrender. 


Commanders, whenever admissible, 
inform the enemy of their intention 
to bombard a place, but it is no in- 
fraction of the common law of war to 
omit thus to inform them. 
Suri^rise 
may be a necessity. 


Ketaliation will never be resorted 
to as a measure of mere revenge, but 
only as a means of in'otective retribu- 
tion ; and, moreover, cautiously and 
unavoidably—that is to say, retalia- 
tion shall only be resorted to after 
careful inquiry into the real occur- 
rence and the character of the misdeeds 
that may demand retribution. 


The more vigorously war is pur- 
sued the better it is for humanity. 
Sharp wars are brief, 


A victorious army appropriates all 
iniblic money, seizes all public mova- 
ble proiDerty until further directed by 
its government and sequesters for its 
own benelit or that of its government 
all the revenues of real property be- 
longing to the hostile government or 
nation. 
The title to such real prop- 
erty remains in abeyance during mili- 
tary occupation and until the conquest 
is made complete. 


The United States acknowledge and 
protect, in hostile countries occupied 
by them, religion and morality, strictly 
private property, the persons of the 
inhabitants—especially those of women 
—and the sacredness of domestic re- 
lations. 


Deserters from tho American army 
suffer death if they fall into the hands 
of the United States, 


It is against the usage of modern 
war to resolve in hatred and revenge 
to give no quarter. 


Outposts, sentinels or pickets are 
not to be iired uijon except to drive 
them in or when a positive order, 
special or general, has been issued to 
that effect. 


Whoever intentionally inflicts addi- 
tional wounds on an enemy already 
Avholly disabled, or kills him or ord- 
ers that this shall be done, shall suf- 
fer death if convicted. 


AlVlea'g Ancient Sea. 


Recent studios of the animal lite of 
Lake Tanganyika have shown 
that 
that lake diliers from all tho other 
African lakes in possessing inhabi- 
tants that belong to oceanic species. 
Still, these singular denizens of Lake 
Tanganyika are not exactly like the 
marine organisms of the present day, 
and the conclusion is drawn that a sea, 
connected with the open ocean, once 
occupied the part 
of Africa where 
Tanganyika now lies, and that the

THE BUMBLE-BEE. 


H« IJoos Xol IVnr tho Cold, nntt Ta ioun*t 
liven in tbo ArotU» 


l a the St, 
isicholaa thero is an 
article on ''The Bumble Bee," written 
by Barupy 
Hoskin 
Standish, 
Mr. 
Standish says: 


This chunky, hairy, noisy follow is 
king of the cold. 
Ho stays with us 
summer 
and Avinter, 
and is said to 
prefer tho Arctic region to tho tropica. 
I do not doubt this, for he will sleep 
out of doors any cold night 
of the 
spring or fall without asking for an 
extra blanket. 
Indeed, he is home- 
less for nine or ten months of 
the 
year, 
lodging wherever night over- 
takes him, on a blossom, a leaf, and 
oven upon the ground. 
If he has any 
choice in the matter 
I think he pre- 
fers the thistle» where tho spines are 
thickest. 
Perhaps he is aware that 
those stingers will guard him from tho 
skunk and 
tho snako while his own 
aro in a body stiffened with cold and 
drowsy with sleep. 


There are three kinds of bumble- 
bees reared in a nest, queens, drones, 
and workers, 
Tho queens alone sur- 
vive the winter. 
They apparently 
spend the first few weeks of spring 
waiting for red-clover to bloom, the 
first blossom of which is the signal for 
nest building. 
Before this they visit 
tho willows, hum a soft bass about 
the lilacs, thrust their long tongues 
into the honeysuckles and grow fat at 
the 
exhaustless honey-jars 
of 
tho 
waterleaf, and then the play-day ends 
and labor begins. 


Nest building with them does not 
mean nest construction. 
One 
bee 
alone could not Avell do that, besides, 
she is in a big, bustling hurry now; 
she has actually seen a clover blossom. 
Out and in among the dead matted 
grasses of 
last year's growth 
she 
goes, hunting perhaps for the aban- 
doned nest of a 
field-mouse. 
It will 
be remembered that these little ani- 
mals build upon the surface of 
the 
ground soft nests of grasses in which 
they winter. 
From these they have 
runways leading in different direc- 
tions. 
The bee goes down into the 
dead grass, scrambling on as best she 
may, until she finds one of these run- 
ways, following it up to the nest. 
If 
it is occupied she goes elsewhere, if 
not, the mouse nest straightway be- 
comes a bee's nest and the little crea- 
ture begins her preparations for house- 
keeping. 


She now collects a mass of pollen in 
which to deposit an egg. 
As the egg 
hatches and the baby-bee grows she 
keeps this mass moistened with honey

When this is done he takes a long 
nap, in which he changes from a grub 
into a bumble-bee with wings and 
legs. 
Meantime the 2)areut removes 
the thin 
coating of 2:)ollen from the 
ui)per half of the cocoon and appar- 
ently spreads 
a yellow secretion, or 
varnish, 
upon 
it, as if to keep out 
moisture. 
She is also now busy col- 
lecting more pollen 
and laying eggs 
in it, and constructing a rude cell or 
two in M'hich to place honey, as if for 
a rainy day. 
The first bees that hatch 
are worker bees> and at this time are 
downy, pale and baby-like in a])pear- 
ance and behavior. 
In later summer 
queens and drones are hatched.

If WO examine the stores made by 
most of the vegetable-eating animals 
that lay by a *'famine fund," we shall 
find a rather curious similarity in the 
food commonly used by them. 
They 
nearly all live on vegetable substances 
in a concentrated form—natural food 
lozenges, Avhich are very easily stored 
away. 
There is a great difference, for 
example, between the bulk of nutri- 
ment eaten in the form of grass by a 
rabbit and the same amount of sub- 
stance in tho ''special preparation" in 
the kernel of a nut, or the stone of a 
jjoach, or the bulb of a crocus, off 
which a squirrel makes a, meal. Nearly 
all the storing aninmls eat 
"concen- 
trated food," whether it be beans or 
grain, hoarded by the hamster, or 
nuts and hard fruits by the squirrel, 
nuthatch and possibly some of the 
jays. 
But there is ojie vegetable-eat- 
ing animal whose food is neither con- 
centrated nor easy to move. 
On tho 
contrary, it is obtained with great 
labor in the first instance, and stored 
with no less toil alter it is procured. 
The beaver lives during the winter on 
tho bark of trees. 
As it is nut safe, 
and is often impossible, for the ani- 
mal to leave the water when the ice 
has formed, it stores these branches 
underwater, cutting them into lengths, 
dragi^ing them below the surface, and 
fixing tUom down to the bottojn with 
stones and anud. 
This is more dilîi- 
cult work than gathering hay,—Lon- 
don Spectator.
